It would seem that the growth of An- 
dover’s industries during that period and 
the actual increase of 344 in the number 
of registered voters promised a larger 
figure. The total number of assessable 
polls is more than 2300, another indica-

The state census token in 1915 showed 
a population of 7,978 or 500 more than 
in the recent enumeration. 

Andover’s population has fluctuated 
in a remarkable degree and not until 
1890 has the town showed a gradual in-

of the founding of the town. Tle then 
introduced Charles Il. Mann, President 
of the Methuen Historical Society who 
read oan interesting paper entitled, 
“The King’s Highway.”

In the reign of George the First, twelve 
juryviren were appointed to lay out a 
road eight miles long and several rods 
wide, to extend from a tree on the north 
side of the Merrimac near the present 
Lawrence Reform School, by 
marked trees, over what is now Howe 
road and Prospect street to Powder 
House Till, thence to a certain rock in 
Salem, New Plampshire. Damages 
were properly paid by the instruction of

Chinook Salmon in Massachusetts 


The Massachusetts Department of 
Conservation, Division of Fisheries and 
Game, invites your attention to the fol- 
lowing statement relative to the Chin- 
ook salmon in Massachusetts, with spe- 
cial reference to the Merrimac River sys- 
tem. 

These fish were first liberated in the 
Shawsheen river, Andover, during the 
distribution season of 1916. Large num- 
bers have been liberated in each suc- 
ceeding year at. the same point. The 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts has 
expended thousands of dollars to build a 
fishway around the dam of the‘ Essex 
Company at Lawrence, being ably as- 
sited by advice and funds from the 
Essex Company. 

In their natural habitats the Chinooks 
go to the open ocean before they are one 
year old. At the end of four years they 
return to the waters where they were 
hatched, or liberated, for the spawning. 
This-return is.apt to occur. some.months 
in advance of the actual spawning pe- 
riod as the fish take an abundance of 
time to reach the very upper reaches of 
the parent stream for spawning. 

It is at once apparent that the fish 
liberated in 1916 should be returning 
this year to the Merrimac river and its 
upper reaches. In fact, it has been re- 
ported that some of these fish have been 
seen in the river. 

It is the desire of the Division of 
Fisheries and Game to procure all in- 
formation possible in regard to the re- 
turn of these fish. To this end we appeal 
to the public, in whose interest this 
experiment has been made, to imme- 
diately report to us any reliable facts 
which they may acquire relative to these 
fish. This is important and will aid us 
materially in determining the success of 
the experiment. Will you not assist us 
in this matter by asking your friends to 
report and by reporting yourself any 
authentic instances of salmon being 
taken, or seen, in or near the Merrimac

MEMORIAL SERVICE 


(continued from page 1) 


Rev. Arthur S. Wheelock, pastor of 
the Free church, formerly a chaplain in 
the Second Division, wearing army kha- 
ki, preached from Hebrews 11: 16, 
“But now they desire a better country”, 
and spoke in substance as follows: 

There is a time to forget and a time 
to remember. We wish today to forget 
the bitterness and rancor of the struggle 
between the North and the South and to 
remember the bravery and devotion of 
the men who fought. 

We admire bravery wherever we see 
it, whether in the line of battle or in the 
man who goes into the African forest to 
hunt for big game, but bravery wins rev- 
erence as well as admiration only when 
it is exhibited for a great cause. 

Men and women of all time have 
wondered at the meaning of sacrifice. 
When the children of Israel were in 
Egypt in bondage, mothers often won- 
dered at the purpose of sacrifice, as did 
also the mothers in the time of Herod, 
when their first-born were slain. These 
women were unable to find an answer to 
their questions. But in the Civil War as 
well as in the World\War the sacrifice 
was for a good cause that we might 
have ‘“‘a better country.” 

Some persons may think that the boys 
in the recent war sacrificed because 
they had to, but I who was with them, 
know that they fought and died ac- 
tuated by patriotism, that discipline 
may have helped, but did not make 
heroes. It was not discipline which 
made it possible for the ragged and half- 
starved army of Washington to oppose 
the best trained ‘troops of Europe. 
The battles of Lookout Mountain and 
Missionary Ridge could not have been 
won merely as the result of discipline, 
unless the men had been actuated by 
a great purpose as well, unless those 
who fought had determined to make a 
country where the shackles of slavery 
had ceased to be. 

The pessimist may say tha tthe re- 
cent war has not resulted in a better 
world, that whereas one serpent has been 
cut from the head of Medusa, seven 
more have sprung forth in its place. But 
I say that it has been worth while and 
that there are two points worth re- 
membering. In the first place, the allies 
won the victory. Serious as conditions 
now are, if victory had been with the 
enemy, the world would have been in a 
condition too terrible to contemplate. 

In 1787 after the Continental Con- 
gress had struggled all summer to draw 
up the Constitution and it was finally 
completed, Benjamin Franklin rose in his 
place and pointing to the presidential 
chair on the back of which was carved 
the disk of the sun with its surrounding 
rays, said that he had often wondered 
through the long hours of debate, 
whether that represented the rising or 
setting sun of the destinies of this coun- 
try, but since the adoption of the Con- 
stitution, he felt sure that it represented 
the rising sun. 

So in 1918 the victory of the allies 
assured us that the sun of civilization 
was rising to more splendid and eternal 
heights. Those who fought and died 
for a great cause have done their part 
leaving a great responsibility to us who 
are to repay the debt of gratitude to the 
country for which they fought. Those 
who went forth to battle gained some- 
thing from the experience which they 
would not exchange for all the gold in 
the world. We may never again be 
called upon to protect this country from 
a foreign foe, but we must do whatever 
we can to keep alive the spirit of lib- 
erty and sense of justice on which our 
country was founded. 

Shall we so soon forget the sacrifices 
which have been made! ‘It is rather 
for us to be here dedicated to the great 
task remaining before us, — that from 
these honored dead we take increased 
devotion to that cause for which they 
gave the last full measure of devotion — 
that we here highly resoly> that these 
dead shall not have died” in vainy—= 
that this nation, under God, shall have a 
new birth of freedom, — and that gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, for 
the people, shall not perish from the 
earth’, and that all our striving may 
result in a better country, a better 
civilization and a better world.

Women’s Part in Running Rail- 
roads 


Women’s part in running the rail- 
roads during the war is shown by the 
number enrolled in railroad service 
shortly before the armistice. On Octo- 
ber 1, 1918, there were 101,785 women 
engaged in some phase of that occupa- 
tion in this country. These. figures are 
given in the report of Miss Pauline 
Goldmark, manager of the Women's 
Service Section of the United States 
Railroad Administration. 

Statistics compiled from a canvass of 
eleven railroad offices in various parts 
of the country show that of 2,989 em- 
ployees holding responsible positions, 
1,528 were women. The classes of work 
embraced in this canvass included freight 
claims, freight auditor, local freight, car 
accountant, and disbursements auditor. 


A Costly Printer’s Error 

Errors are the bug-bear of the printer, 
and despite every precaution, they 
creep into the most high-grade work. 

An error that cost two million dollars 
occurred a few years ago in the govern- 
ment printing plant at Washington. 

It was all due to a misplaced comma. 

The copy of a particular tariff bill 
provided that ‘foreign fruit plants, 
etc.,”” were to be admitted free of duty, 
the idea being to encourage the cul- 
ture of high-grade varieties of fruit 
trees and grapevines in this country. 

When the bill was printed, “foreign 
fruit plants, etc.,” read “foreign fruit, 
plants, ete.,’’ and as a result, oranges, 
grapes, lemons, bananas, etc., came into 
the U nitedStates free of duty for a year. 

The error cost the government just 
two million dollars in revenue. 


Supplying Palestine With Water.

SEEK EMERGENCY FUND

ous Financial Campaign for 
Extension of Fund 


Boston, April—Emergency! That is 
the word that the Congregational 
World Movement, co-operating with 
the Interchureh World Movement, is 
crying down the line. Three million 
dollars,—an emergency fund—is 
sought by the Congregational churches 
in their World Movement, as their 
share in the $336,000,000 drive of the 
united simultaneous finaneial cam- 
paign, April 25 to May 2. A commit 
tee representing the Movement for 
the Congregationalists, of which Rev. 
Dr. Cornelius H. Patton, of Boston, 
home secretary of the American 
Board, is the head, has just announced 
why there is an emergency, and what 
the three million dollar fund is wanted 
for. 

“Without a large emergency con- 
tribution by Congregationalists dur- 
ing 1920,” says this group of leaders, 
“our missionaries will live on starva- 
tion salaries, our mission boards will 
accumulate-heavy and _ inescapable 
debts, certain great and promising 
union enterprises in foreign lands will 
be carried, to our shame, by other de 
nominatons, at Teast two cf our col- 
leges at home will close their doors, 
and all the rest, save a fortunate few, 
will do their work under disastrous 
Umitations.” 


The items of the emergency fund 
sought by the Congregational World 
Movement are characterized as ‘‘des- 
perate.” Here are the principal emer- 
gency situations, as touched on by 
Dr. Patton and his associates: 

Between $250,000 and $350,000 is 
needed merely to correct an abnormal 
exchange. Formerly an American gold 
dollar would purchase two Mexican 
silver dollars in China, sometimes two: 
and a half; now the gold dollar in 
China will buy only 84 cents in sil: 
ver. Over a year ago the American: 
Board guaranteed to its missionaries} 
abroad that they should not suffer loss! 
because of the exchange situation. 


The cost of living, already a sore: 
subject to many Americans, is a tragic: 
one to Americans serving permanent’ 
institutions abroad. In Japan it has 
increased 125 per cent. since the be- 
ginning of the war; in the interior of 
Turkey it is up 300 per cent. Native: 
workers are leaving religious service’ 
in some countries through sheer 
necessity. They must live and eat, 
and they can’t do that on their pre- 
sent salartes of $15 a month in South 
China. 

The Congregational churches in 
America have accepted the northern 
section of Tientsin, but find them- 
selves unable to go ahead there be 
cause of a lack of $20,000 for land. 

Part of the emergency lies in the 
Paotingfu field of China, which Dr. 
Patton’s committee describes as “the 
greatest spiritual opportunity in the 
history of missions in that country.” 
Natives who desire to learn about 
Christianity are coming in such num- 
bers that the missionaries are urging 
the native pastors to hold them back 
for lack of a force to care for them. 

The American Board has the whole 
island of Mindanao, Philippines, as 
part of its territory, but has had to 
refuse requests for Christian effort 
for lack of money, while a whole mis- 
sion field on the Malabar Coast, South 
India, has been placed under the 
American. Board. because the former 
missionaries, Germans of Switzerland 
and South Germany, had to leave dur- 
ing the war. 

The total sum out of the $3.000,000 
emergency fund that will be devoted 
to foreign missions is $965,000, of 
which $322,000 will be turned over to 
the Woman’s Board.

California carries off the 
palm with an average salary to its 
ministers of $1800 Next comes New 
Jersey with $1276 and Massachusetts 
with $1264. New York, despite the 
fact that a few ministers in New 
York City are Among the most highly 
paid in the country, only comes fourth 
in the list with an average salary of 
$1236—-six dollars more than Con- 
necticut pays its ministers. 

Seventy-one mintsters receive an 
annual salary of $5,000 or over, while 
2,653 receive less than $500 a year, 
and the salaries of 7,299 range be- 
tween $500 and $1000

SPORES SCATTERED BY WIND 


Remarkable Reproduction of Species 
of Fungus Is One of the Wonders 
of Nature. 

We often wonder at the amazingly 
sudden upspringing of mushrooms and 
toadstools. Today the green of the 
lawn is unbroken. In the night a gen- 
tle rain falls, and we wake to see 
a crowded group of yellowish-white 
“inkycaps” spreading their parasols 
in the very shadow of our doorstep. 
Mr. Burton O, Longyear in the Outer’s 
Book describes the marvelous repro- 
ductive powers of these fragile and 
short-lived plants. 

Each species of fungus produces 
upon or within some part of its fruit 
body countless numbers of minute re- 
productive bodies ealled spores. So 
small and light are they that they float 
in the air as an invisible dust. Many 
of them fall to the ground and are 
washed into the soil by rains. Others 
are wafted away on every breeze, car 
ried possibly fer days, to be brought 
down at length by rain many leagues 
from their starting point. In_ this 
way they are carried to the ends of 
the earth, dusted into every crack and 
cranny, lodged on every exposed sur- 
face of wood or soil and caught on 
every dew-moistened leaf or twig. 

The amazing number of spores pro- 
duced by a single fungus can be real- 
ized only by knowing their relative 
size. Thus in the case of most puff- 
balls at least three thousand of the 
globular spores. when laid side by side, 
would be required to form a line one 
inch long. A compact mass of such 
spores, the size of a parlor-match 
head. would contain the incomprehen- 
sible number of thirty millions of these 
microscopic bodies, enough to cover 
an acre of ground with four. spores 
for every square inch of surface. 


PIPE MAKERS USING BIRCH 


Wood Has Been Found to Be Eminent- 
ly Suitable, After Treatment by 
a Special Process. 

American birch since the war has ac- 
quired a South American name. Nowa- 
days it is fashioned into pipes and 
then called something besides birch. 

The only evident reason for the 
change seems to be the fact that the 
process that converts soft birch into a 
hard pipe was originated in a Latin 
American country, according to the 
New York Evening Sun. 

Birchwood ‘owes its new name and 
{ts present prominence in the pipe in- 
dustry to the war, which cut off the 
supply of briar and sent the prices 
of the stocks in America sky high. 

Substitutes have been sought for 
the expensive imported briar. The ces- 
sation of importations with the war— 
they haven’t been resumed yet—inten- 
sifies the search for an American wood 
that would provide a suitable substi- 
tute. 

Many native hardwoods were tried 
without success. Most of them were 
either too hard to be worked into pipes 
or too heavy to rest comfortably be- 
tween a smoker's lips. Then some 
one hit on the expedient of trying a 
soft wood and employing a process that 
would give it the required hardness for 
use in pipe manufacturing. Birch was 
found the most suitable for the pur- 
pose.

In the romantic love of birdland there 
is a name spoken with awe and wonder. 
It is that of the passenger pigeon which

great multitudes spread this whole 
continent over, but vanished, as it were, 
almost overnight. The last known 
specimen died ten years ago in the Cin- 
cinnati Zoological Garden about twenty- 
nine years old. 

Hopes were recently revived, however, 
when four bird hunters of Newburyport, 
reported to State Ornithologist Edward 
H. Forbush that they had seen and posi- 
tively identified a pair of passenger 
pigeons in a forest covered section west

covery of a passenger pigeon but none 
of the reports handed in could be proved. 
| The most recent one was $3,000, seven or 
eight vears ago, to which John FE.

earned well-merited fame as almost the 
only long nature poem in an age dis- 
tinguished chiefly by satire and didacti- 
cism. Somewhat conventional and arti- 
ficial in its diction and style, it shows, 
nevertheless, no little accurate and sym- 
pathetic observation of country life. 
In 1801, when he was nearly seventy 
years old, Joseph Haydn finished an 
oratorio based on Thomson's popular 
work, and it was produced for the first 
time on April 21 of that year. It was 
Havdn’s last’ important composition, 
and its, music has a freshness which 
Thomson’s lines, in spite of their many 
pleasing qualities,-do not in themselves 
possess. In the performance of Wed- 
nesday evening the orchestral accom- 
paniment was carried out most satis- 
factorily, and the choruses were sung 
with real distinction. The impression 
received by the auditors was of a smooth 
and finished rendering of a very melod- 
ious and varied selection. 

Gericke’s “Chorus of Homage’ was 
sung with Frederick Johnson, Direc- 
tor of Music at Bradford Academy con- 
ducting, and the fullness and breadth of 
the composition were admirably brought 
out. As a delightful supplement to 
the choruses Laura Littlefield sang. an 
aria from Mozart’s I] re pastore, and 
Mr. Boynton gave as a solo the Ingem- 
isco from the Requiem of Verdi. Mr. 
Boynton’s rich tenor was never heard 
to better advantage in Andover. The 
program was concluded with an adap- 
tation of Wagner's Llail, Bright \bode, 
by Miss Marion Coats, Principal of 
Bradford Academy, with original words 
written to make an ‘Almer Mater” 
song. 

Few people probably realize the im- 
mense amount of labor which the prep- 
aration of such a program represents.

Arthur S. Wheelock, we reprint the 
poem written by him on Memorial 
Day, 1918, at Julvecourt, France, and 
used on the Free Church calendar last 
Sunday. 

TO THE NAMELESS DEAD 
What need of Church's hallowed ground, 
Or solemn rite of ancient faith? 
Is't not enough to find thy resting place 
On consecrated soil of martyred France 
Thou nameless dead; thou many, nameless dead? 


We mourn thy loss on this Memorial day; 

But not in shameful sorrow 

Do we breath our prayer, or sing our chant. 

Thy gallant sacrifice has thrilled our hearts with 
pride, 

Thou nameless dead; thou unknown, nameless dead. 


We render homage to thy fearless lives 

That flamed against the brutal might of tyrant foe; 

And though we know not where thy bodies lie 

We hear the message of thy living souls, 

Thou nameless dead; thou unmarked, nameless 
dead. 


You bid us wrest the brute from place of power: 
You bid us free the world from Devil's might; 
‘Bring in the liberating spirit of the Christ’, 
Thus, thus you speak in our memorial hour, 

Thou nameless dead, thou far flung nameless dead. 


Sons of our hearth, we heed thy burning words. 

They echo to us from the pillaged fields of Belgium 
and of France. 

Memorial Day! We make of it a solemn pledge 

To bring to men the Right for which you died; 

Thou nameless dead, thou many nameless dead! 


Decoration Day is again at hand and 
Andover will once more observe the day 
according to time-honored custom with 
only the few changes which the passing 
of years makes inevitable. 

Not only will the graves of soldiers and 
sailors be decorated by their comrades, 
but all the lots in the cemetery will 
bloom with flowers arranged by loving 
hands in the twilight of Sunday night or 
early Monday morning. We shall hear 
the band play at what always seems a 
surprisingly early hour as the veterans 
leave their headquarters to decorate the 
tablets at Memorial hall. There will be 
the exercises at the town hall and the 
“procession” for which everyone is sure 
to turn out; babies in perambulators, 
whole families in automobiles — they 
used to be in “carryalls’” and “*Demo- 
crat. wagons’’—and no end_ of people 
whom one hasn’t seen since last year, in 
town just for the holiday perhaps for 
Decoration Day has always meant an 
“Old Home Day” for Andover wan- 
derers. 

The G. A. R. veterans will ride in 
automobiles instead of marching on foot 
and the procession will be augmented 
by the American Legion, the Boy 
Scouts, Sons of Veterans, Clan John- 
ston, Hibernians, Relief Corps and Sons 
of Veterans auxiliary. Having followed 
the procession to the South church, we 
shall linger on the green in the sun- 
shine (2?) to visit with our friends and 
listen to the band which never plays 
half enough. 

The small boys will be scurrying 
about everywhere, armed, we hope, 
with the traditional Decoration Day 
cocoanut, a custom peculiar to Ando- 
ver. Since the earliest recollections of 
the Townswoman, a cocoanut has been 
as essential a part of Andover’s Decora- 
tion Day celebration as a firecracker 
has been to that of the Fourth of July. 
If one had but five cents to spend on the 
holiday it always went for a cocoanut; a 
second nickel might be spent for pea- 
nuts or candy, but a cocoanut was un- 
questionably the first purchase. A 
cocoanut smashed against a stone wall 
oreven on a stone in the churchyard and 
gnawed. from the shell while listening to 
the band has a flavor of peculiar excel- 
lence fis Qnvene who has tried it will 
testify. .
